When tlM oonveutiou adlonrned in 
the early hoon of Um morning tho 
pending qaeation WM tha minority re- 
port from the committee on credential, 
and the discussioa thereon was re- 
suiiicd and lusted ov«r Ul hoOT iMfore 
tlie rollcall becaii. 

The Clay uicu favored tho substitute 
and the Hardin men opposed it. As 
the vote was considered a te.st of 
strength it was watched with great in- 
terest and resulted— 44S ayes, 42,"> nays. 
The result was greeted with loud rlieer- 
ing by the Clay men. 

The Hardiu men rushed to the plat- 
form, charged false conutinK and fraud 
and created a most tiimultuou.s s(;ene, 
which WAS finally cliecked by crowdinj< 
Senator Lindsay throuuh the Ughteis to 
Che front of the plutform, when he 
opened another hot contest by preaent' 
iug the majority report of the commit' 
tee on reaolatioua, which waa as fol- 
lows:

minated iu tlie hii>iiie^> panic of 

?>ocoud— Tlio Deniuciatic party, which 
hius idways wtood for the separation of 
chiu ch anil state, lor iLe .-^aivc alike of civil 
and roiigiou.-i freed. >in. does not licsiT.iie to 
condeniu idl efioit^ to create a di-^l inctiou 
among citizeus lieeaii.-e of ditfeieiues iu 
faith as repuguani to an eulightuuud ago 
and abliorreui to the iustinots of Amerl- 
cuu freemen. 

Tliiril— \\'o ri'allirin witliout ijiial idea- 
tion tlie iirinciples and policies declared liy 
tlie national t'cmocralic platform of IS;'.', 
and declare i hat our prtsoiit national 
Dcmfxratic adiiiiiii-.t ration is enlilled lo 
the thanks of the party for its Ijouest, 
courageous and ntatesinaulilLc mauage 
nient of public ali'airs; and wu cxp.ess our 
uuillmiui.-licd coiindonce in tlic Uemoc- 
racy and patrioti.sni of i're. uU at lirovcr 
Cleveland ana his aistiuguisiicd co-odvlser 
and huvretury, John U. Curliide of Ken 
tucky. 

benutor Lindsay moved the adoption 
of the majoiity report, and there was a 
response of nays iu loud choros. 

Oboirmuu lierry anuuuuced thnt a ro' 
vision of the count by tiie secretaries 
sustained the previoon uunouuuemeut 
of the snbstitntion of the minority re< 
port on onMentials for the tfu^orityre 
port. 

Ex-Cougressmau Ellis movod to 
•meud Section a of the majoritj repo 
after the)words •'platform of 18»d." This 
amendment struck out that part en- 
dorsing the administration, CleTeland 
and Carlisle. This was defeated by a 
large mujonty. It was considered with 
fa,vor for Clay as well as ft vlotavf for 
Cleveland uud Carlisle. 

It was moved that the majority re 
port bo adopted by a viva voce vote. 
Messrs. Rhea, Ellis and others claimed 
that they were entitled to another sep- 
arate vote on their original minority re 
piirt, wiucii wa.s a sarcastic indorsement 
of Cleveland and Carlisle for maintain 
ing a .single gold standard. The Ellis 
amenduient was known as tlie supple 
mental rejiort. Tlie roll liad been called 
on It, and tlie silver men insisted on the 
roUcali i>eing called again on substi- 
tuting the minority report tiir the 
majority report. There was an over- 
whelming viva voce vote against the 
minority report, but a coll uf the Hi) 
counties was deniandod and oidaMu at 
two. 

Tlie liiial vote substituting tho minor- 
ity report for thii majority report on 
resolutions had only ^1 ayes. 

When the minority report as well a.<f 
the supplement w.is lost, the nuestion 
recuncil on the adopiion of tiie majority 
report. Aithuu,<h the previous vol s 
sliowed that the majority would be 
overwhelmingly adopteil, .-till tho silver 
men demaiKhnl a call of the counties 
which proceeded till after 3 p. m., and 
resulted iu til? 39-70 ayes, 233 31-70 
nays. 

Convention then took recess until 
7:30 p. m. 

On reassembling at 7:30 p. m. dilatory 
measures occupied almosi un hour, 
when the uamo of General Cassias M. 
Clay was presented by Ueorge O. Lock- 
hart for the nomination for governor, 
seconded by Isouu M. Quigley. J. K. 
, Breckinridge, the eloquent brother of 
W. C. P. Breckiundgo, proseuied the 
name of General P. Wat Hardin, seo- 
ondad bj Jmum Turr&i and L A* Spald- 
ing.

to nomiululuil -MD. As the ballot pro- 
ceeded s^raral coontiea oust scattering 
votes for W. J. Stone and the three 
mountaineers from Lee county voted 
for H^uty Watterson. Rocks Castle 
ooonty Totad solidly for Oeneral Book- 
ner, but no dark horses coold itampade 
the well lined np foroeaof Haidlnand 
Gay. 

Before the counties ware all oalled it 
was evideut that General Hwdin was 
nominated, and the Hardin men cheered 
as the last counties responded with 
more for Hardin." Before the result 
of the ballot was announced the Clay 
men moved that the nomination of 
General Hardin be made nnanimoBS, 
and it carried with a great hnrrah. 

The result of the ballot was an- 
nounced as follows: Hardin, 468 1-2; 
Clay, 380 1-2; Htoiie, 76; Watterson, 3. 

Messrs. Henry Burnett, J. D. Harris 
and R. .7. Jlrec.kiuridge were appointed 
to eseort ( Jeneral Hardin to the hall. 
Meantime Oeneral Cassius M. I'lay 
was called fr> the stage. He i)le(lged 
sincere support to the ticket. He re- 
gretted that the financial (piestioii had 
been broiiKlit into tiiis couventimi, 
which shoiiirl h.ive lieon on state issues 
and good liome rule. But when tlio 
financial (]ne.st ion was made the, leading 
is.sue, he took his stand for sound 
money and stuck to it and stood by it 
still. 

He congiatulated tlio convention on 
its platform ainl the indorsement (jf 
Clevelatid and Carlisle, and said if the 
coiivciition had adopted a plank fqf free 
and unlimited coinage at the ratio of Ui 
to 1 lie would not have longer been a 
candidate and could not have tlieti ac- 
cepted the nomination ifJt had been ac- 
corded him. General Clay said he would 
never again be before' the people for 
office, and after thanking those who 
had stood so loyally by him, urgtAl theiu 
to keen Keutiusky in the Dmiocratic 
oolnmns. 

vvn«uthe committee e.scorted Gen- 
eral H^fdin into the hall there was the 
wildest scenes of shouting. General 
Hardin aooeptad the nomination iu a 
very eloquent appeal for harmony with- 
out referring to any issues er ua con- 
test. He spoke very briefly. 

For lieutenant governor the names of 
R. T. Tyler. Jl. B. Brown and Oscar 
Tomer, Jr., wars preaanted. Tyler 
was nomiUAted wltnoat oonnting the 
vote, when th'e conyention at midnignt 
adjourned. 

P. Wat Hardin, the nominee for gov- 
ernor, was- born .luue ;i. Is-ll, in Adair 
county, Ky, He i> the seeund son of 
Parker!", aud I'arciliua WatUin^ Hardin, 
Tho Hardin family came to KentliLky 
about IT.sf, r.nd the most prominenr ,.f 
tli'iii .^euled iu Wanhiu^lon count 
.M..iiia 1). Hardin, Colonel .John liaidiii 
and lien Haruin will be ever remeinben d 
as beloni^ngintheeategoryof Kentucky s 
great men. 

Qeueral P. Wat Hardin received his ed- 
ueatiou In th'j schools of Adolf county 
Hc! studied law with his father and wa> 
admitted to the bar In lUtio. From tho 
very llrst Gcueral Hardin was the pride of 
his relative!) and friends, because Of Ids 
noble heart and graceful manners. In 
U79 he was nominated by the Domocratic 
state convention for attorney general of 
Kentucky and was elected; re-electod in 
18tia and agaiu in UW. In 1891 he was a 
capdiditte for governor, and after a splen 
did contest was defeated by the Hon. John 
Young Brown. As an orator he has few 
equals and no superiors in the state. His 
lino work in the Buokner-Bradley cani 
palgu of 1887 was geater than all of the 
leaders put id^'ciher. 

TORTURED TO EXT ORT MONEY 

▲ Man Itoaod and Qncced and Bald u 

I'riiuiier For Two Oays. 

BuvFAi.0, Juno 27. — Uctavius O. Cot 
tie, a prominent Buffalo lawyer, was 
fonnd bound and gagged in the cellar 
of a vacant honse at Black Bock yester 
day morning. Mr. Cottle's story is as 
foUows: On Monday morning an nn 
known man drove to his honae and told 
him a man on Chenango street desired 
to make a real estate deal with him, 
Mr. Cottle »va» driven to an nnocon 
pied cottage in Baynes street, where on 
entering, he was seized by his guide 
and another mau and gagged uud 
bound. .Nioney was demanded, and 
under threats he was compelled t9 write 
a note to h.s wife, saving that he was 
under arresi in Fort brie and a.sking for 
|2,f)0<). The man wi£h the buggy drove 
ba<'k to Cottle's hou.se with the no^e 
and delivc.ud it to Mrs. Cottle, who 
called upon her son f(Jr advice. 
The latter went out to confer with tlie 
man, wiio lodi^ away. 

Mr. Cottie w.is kept in bondage for 
two (lays. He was haudcurted ami a 
liog collar put around his neck and 
chained to a chair in tho cellar, A 
pitcher of w.iler was placed near so that 
by stooping could reach it and tlio 
only f(X)d given hiui was a few crackers. 
Here he remained while other etlons to 
extort money from the Cottle family 
were made. At huigth the buiidits 
fearili;,' perhaps t!iey would be tr.icked, 
took -Mr. Cottle up-tairs lo the ground 
lloor of the cottage and then di.^ap- 
peared. Here he was found yesterday 
morning by a policeman wno had lieard 
groans pro> cedings from within and oi' 
uivestigatiuu discovered the c aptive .

HONDORAS WILL ACT 

Charles W. Renton's Murcier- 
•rs Will Be Punished. 



THREE OF THEM UNDER ARREST. 

This Mas licen AooompiUheU After .Much

WAsiiiNdToN, .Tune 'l~ . — As the re- 
sult of iiiucli vigorous urKiiii; and pres.s- 
iiig by tlie state department the govrrii- 
meut of Honduras lias b«!eu brouglit at 
last to take steps to puiii.sh the pcouie 
who committed thulieiiio.i murder, .m l 
yesterday a cal>legrani was receive! 
from Mr. Tnuglc, tho United Siati s 
charge at Guatemala Citv, stating th 
he hud received u tele^^raiu from tlic 
Honduras minister of foreic^u atfair.t an- 
nouncing that three of the persons im- 
plicated m Kenton's murder had been 
arrest«d. This cose bus been managed 
from the beginning by Assistant iiiec- 
retory Uhl, and it is expected that tne 
tirm stand of the state department iu 
this matter will have a good etteot upon 
the status of American ^itlzens lu all 
of the small republics of Central Amer- 
ica. 

Charles W. Benton, with his wife 
and niece, lived on a ^ue estate near 
Brewers' Lagoon, Honduras. It woj a 
valuable pioperty, largely owing to 
RtMiton's enterprise. Near his place 
was a large plantation held hy a num- 
ber at foreigners who corated Benton's 
lauds. They songhC to driTa him oil by 
systefnatic persecution for a long time 
uud this proving of no avail, resort was 
had ut lust to violence and Hre. March 
16, last veai-, Ren ton, who had vainiy 
sought for the protection of the local 
authorities, was murdered iu cold blood, 
his wife, who tried to assist him iu his 
defense, was shot through the wrist, the 
buildings and crops were destroyed and 
ner child and niece were driven into 
the jungle, She made her way with 
lutimte ditliculty and aiicr great hard- 
ship ttj the coast and managed to get to 
tUe Unitt.'il atates, coming to WasJiing- 
ton, slie laid her ea.--e parsonally before 
the state deiKirtiueut. 

About the niuldle of March Mr, Uhl 
cabled United States Minister Pn ioc 
M. B, Young that the naval invcstii.'.»- 
tioii had luily established Ui.iit Jirs 
murder, and directed him to ni .;e i ne 
lioiuiurus govermuent to prompt .ictio i 
so tiiat the guilty parties rfiliould noL es- 
c.ipe punisi'ment, and the imiusier re- 
sponded tiiat he hod made tlie repre- 
seiitatious. On ''arch 'I'i he iMuieo 
that ttie Honduras govenimeiit ii.i i 
prouiised to take prompt action m 
case, L)Ut apparently they were still o^- 
hiiul 111 carrying out their promise, I'n- 
on the >'ith of May, nearly a inoa i 
laier, Mr. Chi found it necessary lo 
cable Miu;ster Young a.t;ain tliat iiie 
president was di.-^.ippoiiited, that lioii- 
durus had no! acted pro'ii|.tly ana oi- 
rectiug the minister to again pre^s tiicm 
and report progiess. This .seems to 
have ut last moved the government, 1 > • 
on the v'tith of May Minister You.u 
cabled that as a i-esult of his urgency 
the Honduras government hod assured 
Um that ij, was pi-osecntiug the ci: ! 
Wlch the utmost vigilance anu lioi.. 
SiX)u to report satisfactorily, wUicu 
proiniso wai: redeemed as appears from 
yesterday's cable announcing tlio ar- 
rest of three of the murderers. 

The treat/ between the United State i 
and^Houduros contains a provision 
guaranteeing iu the strongest terms 
full rights to protection for citizens of 
one country sojourning In the other, 
but heretofore in all of these Ceutrol 
American countries the governments 
hava made tew efforts to give effect to 
sooh treaty stipnlationa wEara onr citi- 
aens wci-e concerned. Ona peculiar 
feature of tha Benton case is that of all 
the parties to tha murder and assault 
and incendiarism ware foreigners, a^^d 
not* natiTe Hondnrans. Because of 
their prominent position and inflnence 
with the Ipsser native offloialpithas 
been ditHcult to indnce the goverftment 
to move ajainst them. Stz persons 
were coueerued in the murder, but it is 
believed that as a result of the vigorous 
prosecution of the case by our govern- 
ment three of them have ned the coun- 
try and escaped punishment tlireateii«d. 

TRtASURY STATEMENT. 

The n^-th it'iK'v Will Be About •4.\00O,O0O 
uu July 1, 

Washi.ngton, June 37.— P'or the first 
time in many months the treasury re- 
ceipts for the current month will exceed 
the e.xix iiditnres. Yesterday the treas- 
ury balance sheets for the month 
showed a surplus instead of a deficit, 
and as th< extendi turea are usually 
light toward tic t-ud of the month, it is 
regaKliil a^ certain that the surplus 
will continue to grow from now until 
July 1, 

The tica.-ury IS |40,4<t3,211 beliiud in 
the matter of receipts and expenditures 
for the current hscal year, and in the 
intervening days between now and 
July 1 It is uiihkely that more than a 
million and a half of this dehcieucy w.U 
be ma*le up, so that the year's balance 
sheets probably will show that the ex- 
pendituroB for the year were about |45,- 
000,000 gr eater than the ra caipia. 

Wichita. Kan., Jime 37.— Kaniadia, 
a Kickupoo squaw, took a shotgun yes- 
terday and stood off the contractor of 
the Choctaw railway in Oklahoma and 
all his men, and would not lat them 
build a foot of track on her allotment 
until u bund of |'.>,000 was put np as a 
guarantee for damages.

— K, W, 
ratterson, regi.stcr of the United Stat - 
laud otUce, ut this place, and City Mur- 
ahal Williams lie dead at the city 
morgue, while J. L. Isenberg, editor of 
The Dttilr Wave, is badly wounded, the 
result of a sensational Street tight tiiai 
o( curred here yesterday evening. Isen- 
berg will recover. 

The cause of rho tragedy was a criti 
cism of Patten-iOn written by Iseuiie-z 
in his paper. Tne objectouable wr.ie- 
np appe.iied in yesterday's after — n 
paper, and no sooner had Patterson ▼ lo 
it than he started on a search for tiv 
editor. The iiiea met on the uiai:i -rvc.-r 
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of .iiigry words ..-as aliuo.st immediately 
followed by l)i )\vs. Several i)a.-<se8 ,ir 
one aiiotlier ha 1 bee;i m.ide when Pat- 
terson tl,;>lie I a revolver and ijegali 
sliootin,' at Ills alleged slanderer. .Sev- 
eral sliots wi re tired before Isenberg 
cuuld .seeic ruvi'r, oiie ball taking effect 
at the outer edge of the left ejra and 
producing a .lainful wound. 

In the ini i-t iif the fracas Marshal 
Williams aji;K'ared upun the seene, 
when Patterson turned his gim upon 
him. His iir,>t shot caught Williams m 
the riglit breast, p:ts,sing clear through 
tlie lung, h.'iore Williams droppi-d he 
whipped nut revolvi r ami m.uiaged 
to ttre at liis would-be murderer. Un- 
steady as was his nerve, Wilhams' bul- 
let hit true, taking Patterson in t!i ■ 
forehead and filling hini iiisr.»iitl.\ . 
Williams wi -i earned liy on-lookers of 
tlie tr.igodj' ID a doctor's olHce iiMiby, 
but he was beyond hope, and died with- 
in an hour. 

Editor Isenberg, in tho meantime, 
had hini -elf lound tre.itment, aud i ■ 
now resting easy. Patter.sou's l«ilv 
was removed to the morgue, wliere i; 
rests near that of Williams, his v.w.v 
derer and victim. 

Patterson leaves a widow aud tir, ■ 
little girls, Williams leaves a ^vlli 
and one child. All concerned 
prominent and had hitherto borne goo i 
cnarai ters. The city is in a state of 
excitement over the tragedy. 

Hon. K. W. Patterson was a reside !it 
of Macon, Ga.. before receiving his ap 
pointmeut «r re and since oomin,:< : 
the territory waa one of tiia mostpopa- 
lar Democratic appointees witliin its 
border. 

Williams recently shot and killed two 
men here, and his repntation has not 
been the best. 

Isenberg is an old newspaper um i. 
having published papers in Colori;d > 
aud Kansas.' 

The fact has developed tliat before 
Patterjoii began shooting at Iseuberx 
the latter had drawn a knifa and ma le 
a plunge at Patteirson.

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AMVMinaUou Attcuiptod. 
Hazklton, Pa., June 27.— An attempt 
was made yesterday afternoon to ass.is- 
sinate the family of Mattoo Gerod by 
placing dynamite under the honse, but 
the family et:caped injury. Gerod, w no 
conducts a wholesale cigar manufactory, 
recently discharged several men, and it 
is believed that they hatched the plot 
for revenge. Fire followed theexjilo- 
eion, destroying three buildings. Peter 
Pasoillo has been arrested on a warrant 
sworn out by Gerod. Pa.i^cillo was one 
of the discharged employes. Gerod has 
many enemies among tli(> Italians. 

Woman Killod bjr Her Mothar-in-Law. 

St. Louis, Jnne 27.— Annie Smith, 
aged 32, was shot and killed instantly 
yesterday by Mrs. Lonisa Barnes, le i 
mother-ln*law, aged 60. There were no 
witnesses to the shooting, which Mrs. 
Barnes said was aoddanttu, bat which 
the police think was intentional. The 
shooting took plaoa in aroom at o'-^i 
Madison street, in which Charles 
Drayer, who is now in jail awaiting 
trial ' for the orime, Ulled Bertha 
Hoauke about one year ago. Mrs. 
Barnes is under arrest awaiting the in- 
vestigation of the coroner's jiuy.

H.vVANA. June .'7.- The iiio<t morions 
news of Spaui.sh di>asrer* received lit re 
since the outbreak of the rebellion 
reached here yesterday evening. The 
garrisons of two towns have snrren> 
dered, and the places themselves have 
been burned by Ma.ximo ( iomcz. Fir- 
ing was heard constantly around Puerto 
Piindpe Tuesday niglit, aud extraor- 
dinary precautions are being taken to 
protect that city. 

Owing to the restrictions placed by 
the government npon transmission of 
telegraphic news concerning the insur- 
rection, only the most manger details 
of the disasters to the Spanish army are 
obtainable. It appears certain, how- 
ever, that the garrison at El Mulato, in 
the province of Puerto Principe, near 
the city of Puerto Principe, has sur- 
rendered to Maximo Gomea. The gar- 
rison consisi-'d of abont 25 Spanish sol- 
diers, uiu ler Lieutenant Bomero, ani 
tliey were (lu.irtered iu a guano house, 
fortihed with palisades, and pierced 
witli loopholes for rifles. The place 
was also provisioned and contained a 
considerable stock of ammunition. 

During the unexplained absence of 
Lieutenant Romero the fort was sur- 
rounded bv about 1.000 insurgents un- 
der the command of Gomez. The lat- 
ter g.ive the soldiers \h minutes in 
whieli to surrender. The lieutenant 
surrendered the garrison against the de- 
sire ot his soldiers, who were much in- 
dignant at \ 'ug compelled to capitulate 
\\nthout tiring a shot. When the garri- 
son was in tne hands of the insurgent-; 
Gomez order- d the village of Kl Mulato 
to bt! burned and after depriving Lieu- 
tenant Rom-ro of Ins arms, set )iim at 
liberty. The lieutenant was afterwards 
arrested by the authorities of Puerto 
Principe, and it is thought probable 
that he will be promptly tnad vj court- 
martial and shot. 

In addition tlie town of Sangeronimo 
has ne t the same fate. It was attacked 
by the insurgents under Maximo 
(iome/.. and was burned to the ground 
after its garrison of about 60 man had 
surrenderel. 

Advkes Trom Puerto Prim ipe indi 
cate that the city is invested by tlie in- 
surgents. The military governor of 
tIi;U place has issued a proclam.ifion 
forbidmg anyone to come into the town 
or go out of it, and not more than three 
persons are allowed to assemble in pub- 
lic, aud hually no one is to be allowed 
on horseback lu tho city af f«r nightfall. 

It is rumored here that Antonia 
Maceo Has . succeeded im making his 
way from the province of Santiago de 
Cuba, in the province of Puerto Prin- 
cipe, at the head of a large body of in- 
surgents, and it may be his intention to 
join his forces withthooeof Gomea, 
and make a combined attack npon 
Puerto Principe. 

It is also mmored here that the rear 
guard of the insuigent force commanded 
by Gomez has been attacked bv the 
Spanish troops, who killed 12 of the 
enemy and captured 19 prisoners.

Anderfer, the young man who has been

An- 
derfer left his boardinghouse in tha 
evening, saying that he waa goiatf for 
another Cuban letter. 

I'lstol shots were heard shortly after- 
ward, and on investigation Anderfar 
was fouiiil face downward in a TOcaBt 
lot uucoiiM ious He held a pistol in his 
hand with tour chambers empty. Blood- 
hounds were put on the .scent and fol- 
lowed a trail to the fair grounds, one 
mile away, where the scent was lost.

The mystery was maile all the mora 
profound yesterday afternoon by the ar- 
rest of Anderfer and his associates, 
Scott of Illinois, (iutlirieof Alabama 
and Lilly oi this city, on the charge of 
breaking open the safe in the Florida 
Central and Peninsula railroail othce. 
His associates are in jail, but .\iuierf«r 
is unable to be removtid from his room.

Tpon 
tliat date however, and the "following 
day, Very heavy rains fell in the greater 
portion of the .State with the result 
.stimulating the growth of all crops am 
wotiderfulh' britrhtening the genera 
outlook. The distribution of rainfal 
was not uniform throughout the State 
but comparatively few sections received 
less than an inch. The counties border-, 
ing on the Ohio show a very large ex 
ceaa, the average amount reported being 
about 2.50 inchea. The central and 
aoatbera connties report amounts rang 
ing from 1 inch to l.oO inches, while the 
eastern and southeastern sections re 
ceived somewhat amalleramonnts. 

The wheat harvest is virtually com 
pleted in the western halt of the State 
and under full headway in other sections, 
The jrield is generally reported to be 
somewhat greater than waa anticipated, 
being reported from fair to good in the 
majority of counties. From many sec 
tious in the central and western counties 
come reports of injury from beating 
down and lodging, resultinir from the 
icavy rains. The ijuality of the bar 
vested grain is geneially ;;oo<l though 
soii^e few scattered reports of the ]ires 
enceof smut or ru.'^t have lieen received 
Reports relative to corn are favorable 
almost without exception, ami the ])res- 
ent prospect for the crop i.-* most jnomis- 
ing. Its urowth is vigorous and healthy 
and while it is short and uneven in 
places, its color is uniformly good. Witl 
a continuance of favorable weather con- 
ditions it will in a short time recover 
from the eflects of frost and worms early 
in the aeason. A few belated fields were 
planted during the week 

Tobacco prol)ably received more bene- 
fit from the favorable conditions of the 
week that did any other crop. 'The rain 
made an excellent season for the com 
pletion of the work of transplanting, and 
revived the plants which were lying on 
the hill from the effects of the drouth 
The plants set out upon high ground are 
reported to have been completely de- 
stro3'ed in many sections. The season 
generally has not been favorable to to- 
bacc(\ and many correspondents 8t.ate 
that k'ss than an average acreage has 
been i)lauted. The crop is now doing 
very well and the plants are growing 
rapidly. 

Oats uere greatly benefitted by the 
rain and the prospects for the crop great- 
ly improved. Some cr-ttiiiL' has been 
(lone and the yield i« reported tn be fair. 
While reports relative to the cro|) are 
somewhat contlictini:, the tieiieral pros- 
pect is for a fdir yield. 

Barley is heiiig cut, and the yield is 
reported to be very good in most sections. 

Hemp looks better than it did last 
week, and promises a fair crop. Corre- 
spondents in the hemp raising sections 
state that less than an average crop was 
planted this season. 

The condition pf pastures and meadows 
was greatly improved by the rains, biU 
it is still much oelow the average in most 



narts of the State 
Jiay crop is not very promising and

urage for stock is still very sllbrt. Slore 
rain would do a great d«al for the im- 
provement of all grasses. 

Gardens look very much better than 
they did aome time &go, and will yield 
good cropa, though tliey will be late.

The proapects for a good yield of grapes 
and late fruita are excellent. In many 
parts of the .State a heavy crop of applce 
is indicated.

loons and other wearing apparel have 
been of v'»eat profit to their inventors. 

People are all the time looking for 
fl)mething that will li^diten labor and 
■ave time. They will pay fabulous prices 
for a trifle that will afford them amuse- 
ment for an hour. One of those foolish 
little "pige-in-clover" concerns could be 
made for five^nta or even leas, but the 
inventor realized $200,000 from it, an J a 
boat of imitatora made 'smaller anms. 
Tbe red and yellow monkey climbing on 
a string was a gold mine to tbe man who 
planned tbe toy. 

A little imitation rose to wear in the 
btitton-bole was invented and a tiny 
hpr&y nozzle was concealed in tbe heart 
of it. This attached to a rubber tube 
and a bulb filled with perfume that may 
fpray the sweet odor upon curious ex- 
aminers brings a royalty of $12j000 a year 
to a inoilest inventor. 

The shading pen can be made for live 
cents, but the royalty is worth 540,(H.K) a 
year. Hull a dozen patent mucilaiie fjot- 
tles are kef])iin{ their discoverers in lux- 
ury. The patent inkstands in the market 
that are of general use brought their 
inventors all tbe Way from flO,00& to 

J5(K),(HX). 

The glass lemon sooeeaer, familiar to 
every bfidy, ig one of tnesimplest of them 
all. It has the merits of working well, of 
being easy to keep clean and never get- 
ting out of order. The pnrohaaar paid 
$60,000 for it. ' 

A novelty in an automatic inkstand is 
another example. This keeps an equal 
supply of ink always ready for the pen. 
It iaaaid that S200,000 has been realized 
by this. 

An automatic funnel waa aold for |57,- 
000; a knitting machine haa earned 

millions. 

Among the inventions which it. is 

Eromised would realize a fortune are a 
ey-board typewriter which could be 
sold for $26; a device to deaden the 
noise made by the typewriter; a way 
of making kerosene oiiorless; a cheap 
envelope which cannot be opened with- 
out detection ; a time stamp for street 
letter boxes, showing time of deposit of 
letters. 

There is, of course, great field for in- 
ventions useful ill the household. A 
Hhoe polishing machine would confer 
nnich happiness and im[irove the gen- 
eral appearance (>i tlie community. 

The ureat liai to ih.- happiness of the 
aveiaae j-ipe -inokcr is the diliiculty of 
cleaning the instrument. As yet it can- 
not be yet iloiie without much unpleas- 
ant labor.
